Y outh,” but after their tour together in A f­ 
rica and Spain, and when ttie younger Dumas 
had -written “Les Adventures de Quatre Fem­ 
m es et d’uu Perroquet,” the old gentleman 
began to admit “there was something in the 
boy.” 
W hen the manuscript of “Dame aux 
Cam elias” wras shown him, the sire became 
im m ediately proud and fond of his son. 


T he younger Dumas has long since m a r­ 
ried and settled 
down 
to steady work. 
F rench literature he knows by heart, though 
w ith that of other languages tiis acquaintance 
is slight, and has likely never heard of Cow- 
per, Shelly, Bum s and Wordsworth. 
He is, 
however, a good fattier and husband, and an 
exem plary citizen; and every one knowing 
him m ust be convinced that his intentions in 
w riting are of the most honorable kind. 
Ilis 
w ish is to enlighten his countrymen, and ren­ 
der them more generous and humane.

not m erely contented to amuse, but his books 
contain expressions of matured convictions, 
and lie is apt to take the stand that there al­ 
w ays w ill be immorality in life; and as this 
is the fact we should acknowledge it ami 
study the phenomenon in the spirit of true 
philosophy.

W e believe

necessary to consider some means of r e lie f; 
and they have instituted an inquiry into the 
working of the civil service rules form erly in 
force with a view to their ie-establishm ent.

Post says that the abuse indicted upon de­ 
partments by office seekers and congressm en 
endorsing applicants is disgraceful in its ex­ 
cess, and that cabinet officers have the m ost 
of their time occupied to the neglect of other 
business by considering, the,' various applica­ 
tions.

In the case of this state, the actual and even 
the possible limits are known, an d D enver is 
not the centre of our possessions.

Denver does not need to be the capital. 
It 
is enough for her to enjoy the d istin ction of 
being the chief commercial city .

It w ill not increase her 
population to have the legislature m eet there, 
for a legislative body is com posed o f only 
transients. They come but they soon go, and 
add but little to the wealth of an y city.

CAUSES OFIMMIGRATION. 


A member of the German reich stag lately 
requested his government to u se its influence 
to persuade those about to em igrate to the 
U nited States to settle in the D an u b ian re­ 
gions. 
This fact is significant as show ing 
that there are some who believe th at emigra­ 
tion can be influenced and its cou rse directed 
by the government, or by societies w h ose ob­ 
ject is to populate some particular country or 
section. 
Emigration societies are num erous, 
and undoubtedly the agents of th ose of dif­ 
ferent nations scattered over E urop e do much 
to influence the immigrant. 
A governm ent 
also which offers unusual advantages w ill be 
very apt to induce immigrants to se ek its pro­ 
tection, but neither governm ent nor societies 
are the real directors and investigators.

W e escaped the n a­ 
tional debt of the mother country and our 
farmers are free to export grain unrestricted 
by any acts of parliament. 
We, m oreover, es­ 
caped complication in European affairs an d 
avoided the schemes of the Napoleonic era. 


Our liberty brought peace and ap p ortu n ity 
to engage in prosperous 
industries. 
“ W e 
“gained, also,” says the article, “a great and 
“valuable body of immigrants from n early 
“every European kingdom. 
No m an w h o h as 
“studied the motives of the yearly exod u s 
“from the old world to the new, doubts th at 
“one of its most powerful incentives is 
a 
“wish to live under free institutions.

“emigrant’s estimate of the value and natu re 
"of these may be right or wrong. 
H e h as 
“acted upon it and is here. 
The idea o f 
“American freedom may be a phantom in th e

It is true we have many failin gs, 
and our public men are not entirely free from 
trickery and greed. 
But the recovery o f a 
democracy is swift. Am erican liberty, sa y s 
the writer in closing, is in the people’s h ands, 
and is bound to be protected, and the m em ory 
of our patriotic forefathers deserves h onor 
and respect.

Before considering the m atter fu lly it m ay 
be stated that women are half to b lam e them ­ 
selves that they have not alread y th e privi­ 
lege of voting. 
If they really 
d esire such a 
law they have not m ade 
u rgen t 
appeals 
enough, or if urgent, then certain ly n o t unan­ 
imous enough. 
There lias been a lukew arm ­ 
ness in their petitions w hich h as led m any to 
believe that the majority o f w om en are n ot in 
favor of having a law passed w h ich should 
give them the same p rivileges en joyed by 
men. 
Many who are influential in p u b lic life 
believe that women as a rule look w ith disfa­ 
vor on the thought that they are to go to the vot­ 
ing precincts with men, and b e jo stled and 
pushed simply that they m aj ca st a vote. Y et 
others are in favor of a Jaw w h ich sh a ll allow 
them to enjoy their freedom an d h ave a cer­ 
tain influence. 


We have never cham pioned th e rig h t of 
women. 
It does not seem th at it is b est for 
the community at large that th e y sh ou ld vote. 
They have a peculiar m ission o f th eir own, 
and that is a home out*. 
T h e 
in flu en ce of 
women is best exerted from 
th eir 
hom es. 
Many a man of high position h as been guided 
bv the wife at home. 
Som e o f the 
noblest 
women of history have exerted an 
influence 
from behind the throne. It w as not necessary 
for them to become public ad visers. 
It is 
a fait no one will dispute th a t p ublicity 
cheapens reputations, and w om en at th e polls, 
at the caucus, in the crowd, drags her from 
the proud position w here she h as been placed 
by respect and admiration. 
T h e w h o le ques­ 
tion of woman’s proper sphere is d iscussed 
again and again, but we believe th e 
b est and 
strongest opinion is that the sp h ere o f w o­ 
man's usefulness is peculiav to h erself. 
She 
alone can till it: it alone can be filled by-her. 


In general we do not believe that w om en 
desire to vote. 
The best w iv es, th e truest 
mothers are satisfied to leave to m en the bat­ 
tles of politics. 
We have never seen a unani­ 
mous desire expressed by the w o m en of the 
country to change their p osition , 
i t \s not 
generally considered that votin g is a duty. 
Should 
they 
decide 
in 
sufficien t 
num ­ 
bers that they wish lu 
then our op in ion 
might be changed. 
But until that tim e, it 
does not seem that the q u estion 
n eed be 
agitated.

sure to have “the drop'’ on him before order­ 
ing up his hands up. 
On the whole it seems 
to us a stupid and dangerous practice for men 
to carry concealed w eapons. 
Almost all ot 
the recent m urders com m itted in Colorado 
have resulted from th is pernicious habit.

“Under it, any m an carrying concealed weap­ 
o n s can be sent to the penitentiary at Canon. 
“Why is the act n ot en forc^ l ? There can 
“be no justification— th ere is no sense in car- 
“rying a revolver u p and dow n Harrison ave- 
“nue. 
It wears o u t a m an ’s breeches, and, if 
“he behave h im self, h e m ay carry it for a 
“century without ever m eetin g a temptation 
“to use it. 
Yet about h a lf the people one 
“meets on the avenue carx-y their ‘gun.’ If you 
“ask them w hy, th ey rep ly that they may meet 
“troublesome fellow s, an d they wish to be 
“prepared. 
Prepared for what? Is there any 
“decent man living w h o w ould not rather 
“bear an insult—even a blow, than take a hu- 
•-man life'.’ 
If the fashion of carrying revol­ 
v e r s were abolished by th e stern law of 1S81, 
“and still better by the force o f public opin- 
“iou, when men quarreled they would fight 
“it out with their fists.

T he Herald’s Limerick correspondent says: 
T he evictions and process servings have con­ 
tinued throughout the laud w ithou t resistance. 
T h e body of police and soldiers have been so 
large as to over-awe even the bravest of the 
would-be insurgents. 
The m ost threatening 
o f the coming evictions are som e w hich are to 
occur at Miehellstown, county Cork, where 
it w ill be remembered a desperate encounter 
w as barely avoided a fortnight ago on the oc­ 
casions of the evictions, on th e property of 
the countess of Kingston. 
In no part of the 
country, are the populace m ore determ ined 
and reckless than here, at M iehellstow n un­ 
der the shadow of the fam ous G alls moun­ 
tains, where the rebellious spirit is strongest 
and where poverty has made th e people des­ 
perate and lawless. 
R ecent ev en ts and par­ 
ticularly the recent encounters h ave intensi­ 
fied the feeling of resentm ent to the land­ 
lords. 
There being no disturbance in any 
quarter. 
I visited M iehellstown, w hich is a 
ten m ile drive from Fomay, one o f the most 
im portant military stations in Ireland, the 
surrounding country is very picturesque. 
I 
first called on Father Burten, a m ost intelli­ 
gent 
and courteous 
priest, 
from 
whom 
I 
learned 
with 
how 
great 
apprehen­ 
sion 
he, 
and those 
interested 
in 
the 
safety 
of 
the 
people, 
w ere 
regarding 
the n ext evicflon days. 
H e feared that the 
consequences might be serious, fo r it was al­ 
m ost impossible to entirely stop th e stono- 
throwing. 
He gave me an accou n t of the 
late encounter, and believed it w a s only a 
m iracle that prevented terrible bloodshed. 
T he soldiers and police num bered five hun­ 
dred, and tlxe people about fifteen thousand. 
M any of the latter were armed. 
A ll were in 
a state bordering on frenzy. 
Stones were 
showered on the police and soldiers, and only 
by Father O’Cormel’s appeal to th e office™ 
not to order firing, and by their uixited effort s 
to pacify the people, w'as a catastrophe pre­ 
vented. 
If the people wei-e as determined 
as before, though they wex-e aw’are o f the con­ 
sequences of assaulting the soldiers, he could 
not be sure of the consequences. 
T h e people 
were very poor about M iehellstow n, and had 
m ade up their minds that they w ou ld get a 
living off the land, come w hat m ight. 
They 
could die but once. 
Mr. M arkey believed 
that if the evictions could be stop p ed till the 
passage of the land bill, there w ou ld be no 
trouble, for he thought that if th e people got 
the land bill they would not g iv e a thought 
to hom e rule or national independence. 


I heard in some quarters the confident as­ 
sertion that had the people been fired on,they 
w ould have overwhelmed the sold iers by des­ 
peration and numbers, if not b y arms and 
training. 
Even Father Burton expressed the 
belief that the people would have defeated 
the soldiexs. 
It is certain that th e n ex t expe­ 
dition to Michelstown w ill be at lea st a thou­ 
sand strong, and composed o f selected troop-» 
and police. 
I asked Father B urton if the 
ringing of the chapel bell could n ot be pre­ 
vented. 
He feared not, as the p eop le would 
break into the chapels. 
The church was do­ 
ing all it could to pacify the people, inducing 
them to be quiet, but it was im possible to pre­ 
vent them from meeting when excited . Tnose 
in the rear ranks of the crowd w ou ld be led 
to throw stones, for which those in th e front 
ranks would suffer if the soldiers w ould fire 
on them. 
I next visited Mr. 
M arkey, who 
has been secretary of the league sin ce the ar­ 
rest of the first one after the coercion act last 
w eek. 
H e expressed some fear o f a disturb­ 
ance at the next evictions.

Cam:* ox Git.v.vi) Riven, 70 m iles w est 
from Los Pinos Agency, Colorado, T uesday, 
June 14, via Lake City, June 18.'—T h e U te 
Indian commission and attaches, togeth er 
with the infantry and cavalry, -arrived th is 
(.Tuesday) afternoon at Grand river, im m ed i­ 
ately going into camp, pending the construc­ 
tion of a ferry to cross the river, the w ater 
being very high and the current dangerous. 


Thursday morning a crossing w ill b e e f­ 
fected, w hen the commissioners, escorted bv 
cavalry, will proceed through the L ie cou n ­ 
try. 
I oil days rations w ill be taken, and 
every effort made by the com missioners to se­ 
cure a location for the Uncompahgre U tes. 
Chief Sapanavero and his sub-chief G uero 
are still with the expedition, 
Two scou ts 
from ’White River agency came into our cam p 
toHlay. They were sent through the U te 
coiuitxy bj Commissioner Meacham to n o tify 
all ihe White River Utes that they m ight see 
to proceed to the Uintah agency for a p ow ­ 
wow. 
The scouts reported meeting a large 
number of White Riyer Utes; also that about 
fifty lodges are camped fifty miles from our 
present camp. 
By the terms of the treaty, 
the White River Ltes are to be located on 
the Uintah reservation. 
Three W hite Iiiv er 
tltes came fo Grand River with the scou ts. 
A fter the scouts were across the river th e 
Utes set tire to the woods and rode off to­ 
wards their eauip, forty miles distant.

Lawrknce, Kansas, June 15, 1881.—The 
distance here from Colorado Springs is nearly 
six hundred m iles, but not a very pleasant 
journey to me. 
I saw nothing to enjoy but 
the soft warm wind, and a distant view of 
the Presbyterian minister from Pueblo. 


The first thing which we noticed on enter­ 
ing the city was the large, elegant state uni­ 
versity, placed on what is called the “Golden 
Hills,” one-lialf m ile from the Lawrence ho­ 
tel, and not far from it stands the old univer­ 
sity, on another hill. 


The golden belt, as I understand it, is one 
large circle passing mound and through each 
state, and the Golden hills are found on this 
circle, and were selected upon which to build 
the state university. 
This will explain why 
Lawrence is situated on both sides of a deep 
ravine, and close to the Kansas river, a shal­ 
low stream of w ar- r i inning in a southeast­ 
erly direction, dividing th<* lower part of the 
city, and placing the depot entirely out of 
reach of the passengers. 


The city has a population of about eight 
thousand inhabitants. 
Most of the people 
have the appearance of being well to do. But 
the history of the Kansas people is rather a 
sad one. 
They appear to be a people that 
have been subdued and almost brought down 
to disgrace and ruin. 


They tell of the raiders under Quantrell's 
band, sent in to go through and set fire to and 
destroy their property, ami the fight on “the 
border” which we all remember when every 
man in the city of Lawrence left his home 
for nearly three years to defend his rights and 
property. 


Lawrence might be called the ’“city of 
churches.’’ 
There are nearly a dozen, some 
of them being very fine buildings, nicely fin­ 
ished on the inside with a large pipe organ. 
I know of four churches that have a pipe or­ 
gan, whi^h is more than I can say of Colorado 
Springs. 


The streets are beautifully ¡aid out, with a 
great number of shade-trees on each side of 
the streets from one side of the city to the 
hills oip the other. 
The yards are full of 
shrubbery of all kinds—roses, fuschias, and 
climbing vines without number till the flower­ 
beds, cover the porches and reach over some 
of the fences. 


We found a great number of different kinds 
of trees, the oleanthus being the most pecu­ 
liar. 
The catalpa L* a large tree, and hangs 
full of light-colored blossoms, which are very 
fragrant; the silver poplar and sweet honey 
locust are everywhere to be seen, filling up 
the vacancies and standing around in every 
comer. 


I do not remember seeing a wild locust tree 
in blossom for more than fifteen years, and 
my first thought w as of the old homestead in 
Illiuois, where the locust trees grew and the 
lire-flies were so plenty. 


There has been a great deal of rain since we 
came here, the 9th of May, and some terrible 
thunder and lightning. 
It is uncomfortably 
warm, and even now while I write it thunders 
and threatens a hard storm. 


Strawberries, cherries, and ripe gooseber­ 
ries have been in market for three weeks, 
and will very soon be gone. 
The berries 
have been very lo w : strawberries ten and fif­ 
teen cents a box. 
There are a few plums and 
peaches in the stores, and will soon be 
brought in by bushels. 
Raspberries and ap­ 
ples will soon come in their turn, and then 
the late peaches will, I presume, finish up the 
fruit season. 


Peach trees grow in almost every yard, and 
hang full of green peaches, half-grown. 
The 
plum trees are also full as they can hang; by 
the last of July there will be no fruit of any 
kind except apples. 


Now I wouli^ like to know why the fruit 
season comes anti goes so early. 
We are 
some distance south of Illinois and of course 
the climate is somewhat warmer, but are the 
seasons always so short in a southern clime, 
etc. 
California has a tropical climate but 
there is nothing ripe there except strawber­ 
ries until the last of July. 
Pears are not ripe 
imtil August; the grapes not before Septem­ 
ber and oranges do not come in the market 
until the middle of winter as near as I can 
make out. 
T know we had oranges all winter 
while we w eie i;; California. 
But here in 
Kansas everything 
comes early 
and goes 
early.

The pther varieties exhibited bv them were 
Seth Boyden, Miner's Great Prolific, Ken­ 
tucky and Glendale, all of which were of 
large size and line flavor, so much so that 
it was difficult to say which was best. 
Mr. 
llodgman exhibited some Early Richmond 
cherries, which is the kind that succeeds best 
in this state. He also showed a very beauti­ 
ful white Peony. 
He stated that he consid­ 
ered the Peony the best shrub for this cli­ 
mate, as it is very hardy and requires little 
care, while very ornamental. 
Mr. Ege ex­ 
hibited a plate of line strawberries tastefully 
arranged with pansies ¡mil other flowers. XIie 
meeting adjourned to meei next Saturday 
evening, when currants, 
gooseberries and 
flowers will be on exhibition.

How Manitou Springs Impressed Ludlow Ten 
Years Ago. 


HU Hugh Ludlow published in 1ST1 an in­ 
tensely iiitefi-sting volume of travel through 
the great w <■ 
entitled “The Heart of the, 
Continent, ’ 
In his journey the author made 
a visit to this pottioii of 
11n* country and 
seemed especially delighted with the scenery 
and also with the springs which are now so 
well known at Manitou. 
We quote from his 
description of his visit here that portion which 
refers to Pike’s Peak, Cheyenne mountain 
and the soda springs, and w e call especial at­ 
tention to his prophesy concerning the future 
spa of Colorado which is now universally 
known as Manitou but which was then a w il­ 
derness : 


“ the dozen buildings of which Colorado 
City is composed, lie in a saiul plain at the 
base of the loot-hills which wait upon Pike's 
Peak. The grand old mountain itself pro­ 
jects its head of glittering snow through a 
gap in the nearer ranges which surround it, 
to a height aud loneliness which almost tire 
imagination. 
Its altitude is very differently 
estimated, but cannot vary much from six­ 
teen thousand feet. 
The best view of it is 
not trum the base of its foot-hills at Colora­ 
do City, for its full proportions are veiled at 
that point by intermediate ranges, but far out 
on the plain-!, east of the town, where for 
more than a hundred miles the emigrant sees 
it standing, a solitary beacon, with every de­ 
tail 
melted 
into 
one 
heaven-piercing 
cone. 
How prominent 
an 
object 
it 
is, 
may be 
inferred 
from 
the 
fact 
that it gave its name to this entire region—the 
man who came to the Colorado mines being a 
"Pike's Peaker," though his nearest lodes 
were situated a hundred miles from that 
mountain by the shortest access. 


“A mountain which 1 admire more than 


i. live s i eiik ioi ill least the Cuioiado \ ieW of 
it), is tin; gram! Cheyenne, which rises a lit­ 
tle lurther south, and is plainly visible at the 
rear of the El Paso house, from base to dome, 
its height is seven thousand feet les» than 
Pike's; 
but its contour is so noble and 
so massive that this disadvantage is over­ 
looked. There is a unity of conception in it 
unsurpassed in any mountain 1 have seen. 
It is full ot living power, 
in the declining 
daylight, its vast simple surface became the 
broadest mass of blue and purple shadov«- thni 
ever lay oil the easel of nature." 


“The road along the bank ot the stream 
from Colorado City is a pure impromptu af­ 
fair to every fresh comer; but by skillful 
driving, we managed to steer between i>onl- 


d e rs , and get the ambulance into the neigh­ 
borhood of the springs, accompanied by s,-\ - 
era I gentlemen on horseback’. 


•'Tlfe springs no doubt originally bubbled 
up from the bed of the river, but immense 
depositions ol Glauber's-batus, or sulphates oi 
lime aud soda, havo raised the principal foun­ 
tains ten feet above the top of immense m ass­ 
es of this incrustation, standing perpendicu­ 
larly out the stream. 


“The Glauber’s-salt taste of the waters is 
agreeably modified by a stream of carbon ie 
acid, which jets up through the middle of the 
basin, keeping them constantly in a state of 
violent ebullition to the height of two or three 
inches. There are two of the main springs on 
the south side, and one on the north of the 
stream. The last is the most pungent. There are 
also along the base of the south bank, higher 
up. a number of small and comparatively q u i e t 
springs, one of which is an inky chalybeate, 
aud the other a white sulphur. 
The alkali of 
the larger springs is evidently uudersaturated 
with acid. We made as good lemon-soda w a­ 
ter as 1 ever tasted, by filling in the liveliest 
part of the main spring, and corking up in­ 
stantly a bottle, which we had previously 
charged with a half pint of lemon syrup and 
half a table-spoo.iful of tartaric acid. 
The 
water which we bottled without any mixture, 
and took back to the El Paso with us by way 
ot 
experiment, resembled 
congress water 
when opened an hour or two after, though 
lacking the saline llavor. 
The northern and 
more pungent spring somewhat reminded me 


Vichy, ami the chalybeate was rather like 
Pyrniont. 


“These springs are very highly estimated 
among the settlers of this region for their 
virtues hi the cure of rheumatism, all cutane­ 
ous diseases, and the especial class tor which 
the, practitioner's sole dependence has hither­ 
to been mercury. 
When Colorado becomes a 
populous state, the springs of the Fountaine 
qui Bouille will constitute its spa. 
In air 
and scenery no more glorious residence could 
be imagined. The Coloradiauof the future, as­ 
tonishing the echoes of the Rocky foot-hill s 
by a railroad from Denver to the springs, and 
running down on Saturday to skip over Sun­ 
day with his family, will have little cause to 
envy us easterners our Saratoga as he paces 
up and down the piazza of the Spa hotel, 
mingling his full-llavored Havana with that 
lovely air, quite unbreathed before, which is 
floating down upon him from the snow-peaks 
of the range.''

OENAMENTAL TEEES. 


Fragrant and Beautiful for Lawns and Gar" 
dens. 


I>r. K. 
Kimball showed us yesterday a 
w ry handsome catalpa tree in full bloom in 
the extensive grounds surrounding his resi­ 
dence on North Nevada avenue. 
This is the 
only tree of this variety in the city and is the 
sole survivor of a thousand which were, pre­ 
sented to the city by General Palmer, and 
planted in Acacia park. Dr. Kimball inform­ 
ed us that he obtaiued the speciment, which 
now adorns his grounds, while the men were 
engaged in planting the trees presented by 
General Palmer, yi the park. 
This was 
a poor tree with a short curved root, and 
had been 
thrown 
away 
as 
too 
pool 
a specimen to plant. 
Dr. Kimball picked it 
up thinking it might make a good walking 
stick. Tbe next day he was laying out plants 
in his grounds and stuck the catalpa stick 
into the ground as a peg to hold the rope. 
The stock not being linn enough the doctor 
dug a hole and put it in root down, tamping 
the earth around it. 
When he had linished 
his work he allowed the, catalpa to remain. 
It grew linely during the summer and was 
frozen down during the winter: this was re­ 
peated for several years. About three years 
ago the doctor cut back all the sprouts but 
one, and when winter came he banked the 
earth around the sprout. This plan worked 
like a charm and now the tree is about ten 
feel high and is loaded down with most beau­ 
tiful and fragrant blossoms. 
The moral to 
all this is that the catalpa tree can be made to 
bloom and flourish here.

Alleged Discovery of a Mine on the Holy 
Cross Mountain. 


The Leadville Chronicle alleges that a mine 
lias been discovered on the Mount of the 
Holy Cross. Tin; story is as follows: “Joe 
Bixon, the well known prospector, bohemiau 
;i.nd newspaper correspondent, has just re­ 
turned from a long journey to the Holy Cross. 
His trip was replete with thrilling incidents, 
but none more fraught with interest than his 
experience in locating a claim, literally in the 
Holy Cross itself. The mountain derives its 
name, as everybody knows, from two gulches 
or tKsttres crossing at right angles oil its 
bleak and inaccessible face. 
Dixon had con­ 
ceived the idea that there was an immense 
mineral deposit at the summit of the moun­ 
ts«»; and formed the project i f pressing to 
the 
cross 
itself 
and 
there 
locating a 
claim. 
The 
undertaking

insurmountable

culties. 
The cross loomed at least a mile and 
a half beyond the furthest point to which any 
prospector had ventured, and lay directly 
above an almost perpendicular precipice.

T hese am ounts made it well 
worth the while of the officers to capture the 
Allison party, and the re su lt of the large 
offers is that the ringleaders of the party 
are now within the clutches of the law. 
When in Santa Fe D eputy H yatt was very 
certain that he w as on th e right track anft 
would take Allison in. 
H e said that he had 
captured one of A llison’s companions in 
crime, and confined him in jail at Alamosa, 
and that the fellow hoping to secure favor 
had ‘given Charlie aw ay,’ by telling the of­ 
ficers that he w ould be a t Albuqueique on 
Thursday^night, Ju n e lGth. 
Deputy Sheriff 
Hyatt at once secured a p a rty and started for 
that place. 
The m en separated, but arranged 
to meet at A lbuquerque n ig h t before last, and 
it is to be presum ed th a t th eir plans were 
successfully carried through from the simple 
announcement of the a rre st of the. three 
desperadoes received by Governor Sheldon 
yesterday. 


“The governor telegraphed immediately 
upon the receipt of th e inform ation to Sheriff 
Armijo, of 
A lbuquerque, instructing that 
official to aid in every w ay in liis power Dep­ 
uty Sheriff! H y att in h olding his prisoners, 
until they can be tak en back to Colorado. 
Allison is w anted in this territo ry for several 
crimes, but the governor will allow him to be 
taken to Colorado for trial, there being num­ 
erous indictm ents against him there. Perkins 
and W atts are also w anted in Colorado and 
will go north w ith Charlie» if they do not en­ 
counter Judge L ynch at Albuquerque, of 
which there was some anticipation yesterday. 
The party will probably sta rt for Colorado in 
a day or two.

With the question of woman' suf- 
frage there is no necessity and no imperative 
demand that women should vote, but never- 
theless there are many who believe she 
should be allowed the privilege If she desires 
it. But ''that a majority 'of .women?jiare 
in 
favor of a law Which 
shall- give 


them .this right. we do not believe. 


Before considering the matter fully it may 


be stated that women are half to blame them- 
selves that they have not already > -the privi- 
lege of Voting. If they really desire'tsuch a 
law they have not made ' urgent ' appeals 
enough,'or If urgent^ then certainly not unan- 
imous enough. There hiis been a lukewattn- 
ness in their petitions which has led many to 
believe that'the majority of women' are riot In 
favor of having a la*sv passed which should 
give them the same privileges enjoyed'by 
men. 
Many who are influential in pubHc.^ife 


believe that women as a rule look with dfefrt- 
vor oirthe thought that they are to go to the vot- 
ing precincts with men, and be jostled 'and 
pushed simply that they maj cast a vote. -Yet 
others are in favor of a law-which shall allow 
them to enjoy their freedom and have- a cer- 
tain influence.

We have never championed the right of 


.women. It does not seem that it is'best for 
the community at large that they should Vote. 
They have a peculiar' mission of their b\vn, 
and that is a home one. The influence of 
women is best exerted from their hornes. 
Many a man of high position has been guided 
by the wife at home. Some of the nbblesi 
'women of history have • exerted an influence 
from behind the throne.- It was not necessary 
for them' to become public 'advisers. It'Is 
'a fait no one will dispute that publicity 
cheapens reputations, and women at the polls, 
at the caucus, in the, crowd* drags her from 
the proud position where she has beeu placed 
by respect and admiration. The whole flues-, 
tion of woman's' proper sphere is discussed 
again and again, but we believe the best and 
strongest opinion is that: the sphere of,,.wo- 
man's usefulness is .peculiar to herself.. She 
alone can fill it; it alone"can be filled by-her. 


In general we do not believe.-that women 


desire to .vote.; The best wives, the truest 
mothers are satisfied to.leave to men the,bat-r 
ties of politics. We have never seen a unani- 
mous desire expressed by the women of flie 
country to change their position., It 'snot 
generally considered that voting is a duty. 
Should they decide in. sufficient 
num- 


bers that they .wish to,vote, then our opinion 
might:,be changed. But until that 'time, it 
does not seem that the question need be 
agitated. - • ' . - .

The Herald's Limerick correspondent saw 
The evictions arid process servings have con' 
tinned throughout the land without resistance 
The body of police and soldiers have been so 
large as to ovet-ftwe even the bravest of the 
would-be insutgeiits. The' inttst threatehine 
of the coming evictions are some which, are to 
Occur at Michellstown, county Cork, where 
it will be remembered a desperate encounter 
was barely avoided a fortnight ago on the oc 
casions of the evictions, on the property of 
the countess of Kingston. In no part of the 
country, are the populace more determined 
and reckless than here, at Mlchellstown un- 
der the shadow of tne famous Galls moun- 
tains, where the rebellious spirit is strongest 
and where poverty has made the people des- 
perate and lawless. Eecent events and par- 
ticularly the recent encounters. hare intensi- 
fied the feeling of resentment to the land- 
lords. 
There being no disturbance in any 
quarter. 1 visited Mlchellstawh, which is a 
ten-Mile drive from Fomay, brie of the most 
important military stations in Ireland, the 
surrounding country is very, picturesque. I 
first called on Father Burten, a most intelli- 
gent 
and courteous priest, from whom 


I 
learned 
with how great apprehen- 
sion he, and thPae interested 
in the 


safety of* the- people, 
were regarding 


the next eviction days. He feared that the 
consequences might be serious, for it was al- 
most impossible to entirely stop the stone- 
throwing. He gave me an account'of the 
late encounter, and believed It was-only a 
miracle that prevented terrible bloodshed, 
The soldiers and police numbered five hun- 
dred, and the people hbout fifteen thousand. 
Many of. the latter were armed. All were in 
a . state bordering on frenzy. Stones were 
showered on the police and soldiers, and only 
by Father O'Corihel's appeal to the Officers 
not. to order firing, and by their united effort a 
. to pacify the people,.was a catastrophe pre- 
vented. If the people were as determined 
as before, though they were aware of the con- 
sequences of assaulting the' soldiers, he could 
not be sure of the consequences. The people 
were "very'poor about Mlchellstown, and had 
made up their minds that .they would get a 
living.off tlie land, come, whafmight. They 
could die but once. Mr. Markey" believed 
that if the evictions'could be stopped till the 
passage of the land bill," there would be no 
trouble, for he thought that if the people got 
the land bill they would not give a thought 
to home rule or national independence. 


I heard in some quarters the confident as- 


sertion that had the pebjfle been fired bri,they 
would have overwhelmed the soldiers by des- 
peration and numbers, if not by arms and 
training. Even Father'Burton.expressed tlie 
belief -that .the people would--have defeated 
the soldieis. It is certain that the next expe- 
dition to Michelstbwn will be at least a thou- 
sand strong, and composed of Selected troops 
and;police. I asked, Father Burton If tiie 
ringing of; the chapel bell could not be pre- 
vented. He feared not, as tlie people would 
break into the chapels. The church was do- 
ing all it could to pacify the people, inducing 
them to be quiet, but it was impossible to pre- 
vent them from meeting when excited. Those 
hi the rear, ranks of the crowd would be led 
to throw stones, for which those in the front 
ranks would suffer if the soldiers would fire 
on them. I next visited Mr. Markey, who 
has been secretary of the league since the ar- 
rest of the first one after the coercion act last 
week. He expressed some fear, of a disturb- 
ance tit the next evictions.

The first thing which we noticed on enter- 


ing the city was the large, elegant state uni- 
versity, placed on what is called the "Golden 
Hills," on^half mile from the Lawrence ho- 
tel, and not far from it stands the old univer-

The golden belt, as I understand it, Is one 
r^e oircJeVassing Wound and Ijhrough each 


state, and the Golden Mils are found on this 
circle, and were selected upon which to build 
the state university. 'This will explain why 
Lawrence is situated bri-both sides of a-deep 
ravine, and close to tlie Kansas river, a shal- 
low stream of wat^r i inning in a southeast- 
erly direction, dividing the lower part of the 
city, and placing the depot entirely out of 
reach of the passengers. 


The city has a population of about eight 


thousand Inhabitants. Most of the people 
have the appearance of being well to do. But 
the history of the Kansas people is rather a 
sad one. They appear to be a people that 
have been subdued and almost brought down 
to disgrace and ruin.:

Another Lamb Story, Which Beats the 


Double Header. 


LONE STAB RANCH, EL PASO COUNTY, 


June 8.—Having read in your valuable paper 
an account, of the,two-headed lamb I think 
perhaps it might interest your readers, east- 
ern as well us western, to learn of another 
phenomenon, which has happened on this 
ranch. 


For many years we have, as is the custom 


marked our lambs by cutting the ear, dis- 
tinguishing between the ewes and wethers by 
different styles of cuts, and also abbreviating 
the ewe lambs by the removal of the tail. 


Judge of our surprise on finding last year 


that many of the lambs were ear-marked 
when born, with the proper distinction be- 
tween the sexes. 


We suppose .that the exceptionally dry 


season checked the development of the phe- 
nomena last year, but this season nearly tliree- 
quarters ,of the Iambs, 785 out of 1,0133, ar- 
rived with the proper ear-mark, besides 
which the ewe lambs were entirely" destitute 
of tails.

THEN AND NOW. . 


How Maniton Springs Impressed Ludlow Ten 


Tears Ago. 


. Fitz Hugh Ludlow published iu 18T1 an in- 
tensely interesting volume of travel through 
the great \v..- : entitled "The Heart of the 
Continent," In his journey the author made 
a visit to this portion o£ 1he country and 
seemed especially delighted with the scenery 
and also with the springs which are now so 
well known at Manitou. We quote from his 
description of his visit here that portion which 
refers to Pike's Peak, Cheyenne mountain 
and the soda springs, and we call especial at- 
tention to his prophesy concerning the future 
spa of Colorado which is now universally 
kn,own as Manitou but which was then a wil- 
derness : 


"The dozen buildings of which Colorado 


City is composed, lie iu a sand plain at the 
base of the foot-hills which wait upon Pike's 
Peak. The grand old mountain itself pro- 
jects its head of glittering snow through a 
gap in the nearer ranges which surround it, 
to a height and loneliness which almost tire 
imagination. Its altitude is very differently 
estimated, but cannot vary much from six- 
teen thousand feet. 
The best view of it is 


not from the base ot its foot-hills at "Colora- 
do City, for its full proportions ai;e veiled at 
that point by intermediate ranges, but far out 
on the plains, east of the town, where for 
more than a hundred miles the emigrant sees 
it standing, a solitary beacon, with every de- 
tail

that it gave its name to this entire region—the 
man who came to the Colorado mines being a

In the declining 
daylight, its vast simple surface became tlie 
broadest mass of blue and purple shadow thai 
ever lay on the easel of nature." 


"The road along the bank of the stream 


from Colorado City is a pure impromptu af- 
fair to every fresh comer; but by skillful 
driving, we managed to steer betweeu boul- 
ders, and get the ambulance into the neigh- 
borhood of the springs, accompanied by s«v- 
eral'geiitlemen on horseback. 


"Tile springs no doubt originally bubbled 


up from the bed of the • river, but immense 
depositions of Glauber's-salts, or sulphates of. 
lime and soda, have raised the principal foun- 
tains ten feet above the top of immense mass- 
es of this incrustation, standing perpendicu- . 
larly out the stream. 
' "The Glauber's-salt taste of the • waters is 
agreeably modified by a-streaui'of carbonic 
acid, which jets up through the middle of tlie 
basin, keeping them constantly. In a state of 
violent ebullition to the height of two or three 
inches. There are two of tlie main springs on 
the south side1, and one ou the north of the 
stream. The last is tlie most pungent. There are 
also along the base of the south bank, higher 
up, a number of small aud comparatively quiet 
springs, one of which is an inky chalybeate, 
and tho other a white sulphur. The alkali of 
the larger springs is evidently undersaturated 
with acid. We made as go od lemon-soda wa- 
ter as I ever tasted, by filling in the liveliest 
part of the main spring, and corking up in- 
stantly a bottle, which we had previously 
charged with a half pint of lemon syrup and 
half a table-spoonful of tartarie acid. Tho 
water which we bottled without any mixture, 
and took back to the El Paso with us by way 
.of experiment, resembled congress water 
when opened an hour or two after, though 
lacking the saline flavor. The northern and 
more pungent spring somewhat reminded me 
"g Vichy, and the chalybeate was rather like 
Fyfmont. 


"These springs are very highly estimated 


among the settlers of. this region for their 
virtues hi tho cure of rheumatism, all cutane- 
ous diseases, aud the especial class for which 
tho practitioner's sole dependence has hither- 
to beeu mercury. When Colorado becomes a 
populous state, the springs of the Fountaine 
qui Bouille will constitute its spa. In air 
and scenery no more glorious residence could 
be imagined. The Coloradiauof the future, as- 
tonishing tho echoes of the Rocky foot-hill s 
by a railroad from Denver to the springs, and 
running down on Saturday tn stop over Sun- 
day with his family, will have little cause to 
envy us easterners 'our Saratoga as he paces 
up and down the piazza of the Spa hotel, 
mingling his full-flavored Havana with that 
lovely air, quite uubreathed before, which is 
floating down upon him from the snow-peaks 
of the range."

Dr. K. C. Kim boll showed us yesterday 


very handsome catalpa tree in full bloom in 
the extensive grounds surrounding his resi- 
dence on North Nevada, a'vqnue. This is the 
only tree of this variety in the city and is the 
sole survivor of a thousand which were pre- 
sented to the city by General Palmer, and 
planted hi Acacia park. Dr. Ktinball inform- 
ed us that ho obtained the speciment, which 
now adorns his grounds, while the men were 
engaged in planting the trees presented by 
General Palmer, hi the park. This was 
a poor • ' tree ' •w.ith .a" short curved root, and

away 
as

a specimen to plant. Dr. Kimball picked it 
up thinking it might make a good walking 
stick. The next day he was laying out plants 
in his grounds' and stuck the catalpa stick 
into the ground as a peg to hold the rope. 
The stock not 'being firm enough the doctor 
dug a hole and put it in root down, tamping 
the earth around it. When he had finished 
his work he allowed .the catalpa to remain. 
It grew finely during the summer and was 
frozeii:down during the winter; this was re- 
peated for several years. About three years 
ago the doctor cut back all the sprouts but 
one, and when winter, came he -banked the 
earth/around the sprout. This plan worked 
like a charm and now the tree is about ten 
feet high and Is loaded down with most beau- 
tiful and fragrant blossoms. 
The moral to 


all this is that the catalpa tree can be made to 
bloom and flourish here.

Devices for Stealing Ore, 


When we had emerged into open air, the 


manager took me to the office and gave me 
some very fine specimens of ore, some con 
taiuing native silver, and these, with'others 
obtained later, made a most excellent series 
for cabinet an^ laboratory use.
